Government have no power to aid such a read 
Without a meeting of the, Legislature to author- 
wing them. That if the Government unau- 
thorized were te aid the line frem Winnineg te 
Portage by issuing bonds, who is going to meet 
the interest en these bonds? Are we te under. 
stand a local line frem Winnipeg te Portage, 
running parallel te the C.P.R., is going to 
earn -nough to pay running expeases and pay 
the interest on $250,000 at four per cent. per 
angum?

PRESIDENT STEPHEN'S TOSITION, 
President Stephen lias written a "long letter 
to the shareholders of the C.P.R. upon the 
agitation in this country, which bears upon all 
the points in the matter in dispute. We do 
net agree with his contention that the threugh 
freight from the prairie sections, er the local 
freights in these lecalities eught in any way to 
compensate for the Comparatively unproduc- 
tiveness of the section back of Lake Superior, 
fer as the road is a nationz] highway it is the 
nation and not any particular pertion of it that 
should bear with any of the disabilities of the 
institation. If at any time uadWsual or irregu- 
lar drain is necessary to compensate the Cem- 
pany for loss in the operation of that section of 
the read itis the Canadian Gevernment and 
not the Maniteban people that should bear it, 
to uphold National interests. With the rest 
of the article, however, we in gemeral terms 
agree, and with most of the rest we heartily 
concur. Touching the right ef the Province te 
operate the R R.V. as a competiter, he says: 

“It is asserted amd widely believed that this 
clause has no effeet in the original Province 
ef Manitoba, but the B. N. Act which settled 
and defined the censtituties of Canada dis- 
tinctly assigns to the jurisdiction of the Do- 
minion Parliament all matters not specifically 
delegated te provincial legisiatores, and pewer 
to legislate concerning railways extending be- 
yend the international beundary er iatended 
te connect with other lines at such bouadary is 
now here in the constitution given to the prev- 
imces. Whether or net the 15 mile limit ap- 
plies te the old Province of Manitoba, the mat- 
ter of a railway connectien at the international 
boundary ws clearly within the contiol of the 
Dominion, and a> clearly beyond the power ef 
the Province.”

boring sections of Minnesota and Dakota.” 

We qaeted from the Free Press last week, 
which ought to be geod authority for the R.R. 
Valleyites to prove that wheat was as high en 
this side the boundary, beforethe late C.P.R. 
freight reduction, as it was on the other side, 
and the histery of the past four years proves 
the quotations have been universally im our 
favor, which goes to show American handlings 
all threugh have never been more favorable to 
the local settlers than have been those of the 
C.P.RK. The issue may he evaded but the 
straight evidence of the fact is incontestable. 
Butin,the follewing Sir George touches the 
cecoa in the milk: 

*‘But notwithstanding the liberal policy of 
the company as regards branch lines and inde- 
pendent lines and rates of transportation; not- 
withstanding that the tariff of rates of the com- 
pany have as yet been appreved by the Gov- 
ernment only from year to year, and are sub- 
ject to annual revision and notwr hstanding that 
no complaint of these rates has ever been made 
to the railway committee of the Privy Couacil, 
the natural and inevitable consequences of over- 
speculation have been mistaken by many people 
in Winnipeg and some other towns in Manrto- 
ba for need of railway competition. This idea 
has been fostered by individuals with selfish 
ends to serve, by towns secking advantages 
over others in trade, by local politicians striv- 
ing fer popularity, and by politicians at large 
for party ends.” 

Ne one now says the C.P.R. is not well 
operated and well managed, and that if the 
two South-western lines were extended a short 
distance, and the Brandon North western and 
South-westera lines were built, which must be 
through C.P.R. favor, if the work is ever done, 
there would n be roads enough ia the coun- 
try for its requirements for years at least, the 
enly question then that could arise would be 
the one ef rates, and when, as Sir George 
puts it, the tax payers of this province have 
never once taken a step to bring C.P.R, rates 
befere the committee of the Privy Council, who 
have the full pewer to revise them, the cry of 
“extortion” and “tearing the life’s blood” are 
net very well founded after all. 

To sum up the situation, then, there are two 
method; either of which is constitutienal and 
right, to settle present differences, and if these 
whe have contrel of provincial affairs refuse 
to adept cither of them they must lose the 
sympathy and respect of all sensible people. 
If tis the ‘‘high rates” that are complained 
of an appeal to the Government at Ottawa can 

give afull consideration to all the people’s 
grievances alleged or real, and if it is a just 
defiaition of provincial rights that is desired, 
ae appeal to the Privy Council can ouline it. 
In apy case then the measure of relief the 
people desire, in so far as they are legally en- 
titled te it, cao be obtained threugh a com- 
paratively inexpensive precess, which only the 
mere incenses the sensible portion of the com- 
munity against the reckless proceedings taken 
te give the tenth railway to Winnipeg, while 
mauy @ther citizens certainly equally deserving 
cannot obtain the ene. 


The Free Press is bringing itself down to the 
level of the veriest Pecksniff in the land.
